SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Your Selectmen report as follows: we started the year 
with $2,650.76 cash on hand and finished with $7,038.37 but 
with one note of $5,000.00 borrowed money outstanding. We 
did not pay this note as the General Fund has to carry the 
deficit for snow removal in two road accounts and pay the 
poor and other expenses and our operating income would 
have been too small. ; 


In conformity with your vote we have purchased a new, 
heavy truck with V-Type plow with which we are very much 
pleased. As you know, it does good work, should not be so

expensive as the tractor to operate and should turn in a profit 
to the Truck account. The coming months will afford it a 
better test of its ability than the snow storms thus far. As 
you will see from the report we have paid $4,500.00 on same 
and have budgeted $4,000.00 for the coming year with plan to 
finish payment in another year. After getting the plow, we 
found we had no place to house it. We had hoped to avoid 
building at these times but were unable to rent space as we 
could not get it into any garage without dismantling it each 
time. We, therefore, decided to repair the barn which was 
nearly ready to fall down but which even so saved us much 
expense in providing a shelter. This has been squared up, 
newly roofed with aluminum sheets, newly timbered to hold it 
in shape, insulated with wall board, new doors built, new 
chimney, new paper sidings, new windows. It is a warm 
building now and reguires only cement floor to finish. The 
cost so far with a lumber bill of $123.25 unpaid was $2,318.90 
of which $140.00 was credited to truck account and furnished 
work for road help when not plowing snow. 


Our budget is explained as follows: 
Town Officers—About same as last year. 
Elections—This year we have in addition to last year, Pri- 
mary and General Election. 
Health Officer—Due to sickness, Dr. Holcombe’s bill was not 
received until books were closed. 
Taxes and Nurse—This is budgeted about same as this report 
with Old Age tax deducted as that is raised with Poll tax. 
Bonds and interest includes bonds $1,500.00, interest on bonds 
and borrowed money and $4,000.00 on snow plow note. 
Officers’ Bonds and insurance at about same as last year. 
Tractor and road expense—About usual amount of actual 
expense. The $13,771.49 this year includes $12,500.00 borrow- 
ed for plow.

Transfers—For past two years, we have had to transfer a- 
bout $3,000.00 into snow accounts and by paying $2,000.00 for 
black top roads have received $4,000.00 from the State. To 
this we have added $500.00 for retreatment of black top roads. 
As gravel roads do not seem to carry the traffic, prob- 
ably more rather than less should be set up for new construc- 
tion. The State pays two for one on retreatment. Our miscel- 
laneous account was some larger this year than usual. The 
cost of housing the soldier’s memorial was about $275.00. The 
cost of soldiers’ records to the Town Clerk which was for all 
during the war was $275.00. Births, deaths, marriages, school 
records and town reports were bound this year as required 
by law, an expense we had not had since 1936. 


Regarding the loan to E. Bouchard for payment of his 
bill to Mary Fletcher Hospital, the town had been notified 
that the hospital was looking to us for their pay. This man 
has had a lot of hard luck and particularly this year. To 
have forced ‘collection of this bill this year, he would have 
lost his truck and milk route which would have decreased his 
earning ability. The bill to the town was less than to an 
individual so we paid the bill and took a mortgage on his 
truck. .

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
January 27, 1948 
School Directors, 
Town of Milton, Vermont 
Lady and Gentlemen: 


It is a privilege to prepare for you this, my first report 
as your Superintendent of Schools. In so doing I must first 
pay tribute to the man who for so long was my predecessor. 
In the death of Homer E. Hunt, Vermont Education lost a 
sincere and respected administrator. He has been and will be 
missed. 


The American Educational System is in a period of transi- 
tion and, we sincerely hope, a period of revival of public in- 
terest in the value of Education to a Democracy. In the light 
of this, I shall briefly summarize for you my impressions of 
your schools.

During the last few years the maintenance of school 


any ae 


buildings has been a problem because of the lack of materials 
and labor. These now can be obtained even though the costs 
have advanced. I believe that some repairs, painting and 
improvments should be planned. Painting and minor repairs 
_are needed in each school. Better scholastic results can be 
obtained if the school room is made as pleasant as possible. 


Books and other equipment which has been in short sup- 
ply is now available but at greatly increased costs. I have 
tried to supply the schools with books actually needed. I hope 
that for the next school year all essential books and supplies 
may be placed in your schools and that there may be some 
replacements made for the older editions of books and for 
equipment which has worn out. 


‘In this trying time of teacher shortage I believe the town 
is fortunate in having its schools supplied with good teachers, 
even though it has been necessary to obtain Emergency cer- 
tificates for some of them. Indications are that good teach- 
ers even though they must have emergency certificates must 
continue to be employed if we are to maintain our schools. 


I believe close watch should be kept over the actions of 
the next Legislature in regard to State Aid for schools. Any 
new plan must necessarily affect the local school budget. 
' With rising costs of maintaining a town school system some 
changes may be necessary if the town is to be able to assume 
its share of the costs and make the best use of the available 
money. 


I take this opportunity to commend the work of the 
Public Health Nurse. Her work in your schools is invaluable. 


I hope that hot lunch programs can be established where 
possible next year, even though there are difficulties involved 
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all Yaya 


because of the water supply and the cooking facilities. The 
Health program and the Hot Lunch program are important 
parts of our educational system. 


I thank the directors for their cooperation.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


Your Trustees report that the tax voted in last meeting 
was sufficient together with the Aid from the State to pay all 
bills with a comfortable margin. Next year our high school 
tuition is to be $125.00 instead of $100.00 per pupil. We are 
told we must do much repairing on schools or lose our classi- 
fication. Next year we will not receive one-half of the State 
Aid until after annual report. Consolidation may be the an- 
swer to some of our troubles but this cannot occur until after 
another session of the Legislature when a different basis of 
aid may be adopted. At present the State Aid favors the con- 
tinuation of the little red school house.

We had hoped to ask for less tax for the coming year but in 
view of the increased costs and needs shown by the within 
budget, we feel we should have the same tax or $1.90.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


To the Town of Milton: 


From Jan. 1, 1947 to Jan. 1, 1948 there have been 46 
births, only three of which occurred in town; 25 deaths, 13 oc- 
curring in town, and 13 marriages. 


Cases of communicable disease reported from Jan. 1, 1947 
to Dec. 10, 1947: Whooping Cough, 11; Pneumonia, 1; 
Measles, 2; Influenza, 75; Chicken Pox, 13; Mumps, 48; total 
number of cases, 150. 


- One case of Chicken Pox for Dr. Villemaire and three 
cases of Mumps for myself should have been reported to the 
State Board on Dec. 6. | 


During my residence in Milton—over 53 years—there has 
never been an epidemic of Mumps. We have had scattered 
cases of Mumps during several years, but never before, an 
epidemic. 

There was no necessity for the use of antitoxin, as owing 


to prevéntive measures, we had no case of Diphtheria. 


Among the nuisances abated was the dumping of rub- 
bish near one of the tourist camps. 


Samples of water supplying Milton Village have been 
examined frequntly at the State Laboratory and show im- 
provement. After nearly 25 years of service as Health 
Officer I resigned on account of ill health Dec. 10th with 
heartfelt thanks for the cooperation of my good friends in 
Milton.

YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Town, state and Federal Funds make it possible for resi- 
dents of Milton to join with the people of many other towns 
and villages of various sections of the nation in enjoying 
the advantages and protection of the Public Health Nursing 


Program. 


The tax funds used in supporting Public Health Nursing 
Services are derived in the following manner: 10% is ap- 
propriated from town funds; 28% from the State of Vermont; 
while the remaining 62% is derived from Federal funds. 


With the current national shortage of nurses, the Public 
Health Nursing Program is severely handicapped today by 
the many difficulties encountered in procuring a sufficient 
number of properly qualified nurses who are capable of as- 
suming duties and responsibilities that the average nurse is 
not especially trained to handle. 


The responsibilities of your public health nurse, Valencia 
Connolly, is determined by the health needs of the 
town and the money available for carrying on the work. 
It may include the following activities: assisting expectant 
mothers to carry out their physician’s instructions for good 
prenatal care; care of the new mother and baby; health 
supervision of the infant, preschool, school child and adult, 
including the prevention and control of disease, and aiding ~ 
in the correction of defects. These are just a few of the 
services made possible by your public health nurse. 


Following is a summarization of the services of the 
public health nurse from January 1, 1947 to January 1, 1948. 


TYP ROR SERVICE 


Morbidity: 
513 visits to give nursing care to the sick in their homes. 


Maternity Servce: 
84 visits were made to expectant mothers and to new 


mothers and their infants. 


Infant and Preschool Hygiene: . 
86 were given medical examination by a physician. 


393 visits were made to homes to discuss with parents the 
health needs of their children. 


School Hygiene: | 
567 persional hygiene inspections were made by the nurse. 


65 children were given a medical examination by a physician. 
71 visits were made to the schools to assist with the school 
health program. 
340 hearing tests were made with an audiometer. 
93 visits to the homes to consult with parents about health 
problems of their children. 


Communicable Disease Preventive Measures: 
76 children of all ages immunized against diphtheria. 


33 children of all ages vaccinated against smallpox. 
31 children were given Pertussis Vaccine as a protection 
against whooping cough. 


Corrective Work Accomplished: 

As a result of the medical examinations and health in- 
spections in the town, 10 children had eye defects corrected, 
8 children had operations for the removal of tonsils and ad- 
enoids and 120 children received dental care.

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SCHOOL TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


With the changes in State Aid and tuition rates likely to come 
out of this legislature, it is hard for us to figure a budget with 
much accuracy. However, in view of the fact that the Selectmen 
are in need of a higher tax, also due to the fact that this year 
we will receive a full year’s state aid we will try and make ends 
meet on a $1.50 tax. Regarding state aid they are now paying 
one-half in the fall and balance in the spring instead of the full 
amount in the fall. We have made repairs on some schools which 
were badly needed and unless the legislature makes it advan- 
tageous to consolidate we will need to make more repairs the com- 
ing year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
| SCHOOLS 


To the School Directors, Town of Milton, Vt.: 


As the town fiscal year once again ends, the indications are 
that some important changes may be made in our Vermont Edu- 
cational program. The State Legislature in its present session 
will probably consider several proposals which, if passed, will ma- 
terially affect the future of our schools. Of paramount interest 
is the proposed plan for distribution of state-aid to schools. 
The plan proposes to distribute more money to the schools and 
this money on a fairer basis than is true of the present plan. 
The progress of this bill should be carefully followed because the 
local cost of maintaining schools can be changed by its enactment, 
especially in towns which have an Incorporated District. If state- 
aid is increased the revenue from local taxation should not and 
must not be reduced until all the buildings and equipment are the 
best that can possibly be obtained. Other Legislative bills which 
might alter the local situation are those regarding school consolida- 
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tion; possible state-aid for construction purposes ; and the distribu- 
tion of federal funds if these should become available. Any bills 
which are designed to improve the local community should be en- 
couraged and supported. . 

I am pleased with the physical improvements in the schools 
during the year. I note the following in particular: painting ex- 
terior at Checkerberry ; painting exterior and interior and repairing 
windows at Allen; painting exterior and interior and installation 
of playground equipment at Townes Corners; and each school has 
been provided with window ventilators. Future plans call for the 
completion of the painting of the schools. The lighting of some 
of the rooms needs improving. 

In all the schools the supply of books and teaching equipment is 
more nearly adequate than a year ago. As fast as possible I am 
supplying the teachers with those things actually needed. 

Because it was necessary to hire so-called Emergency Teachers 
for a great many schools throughout the State and because so many 
of these teachers were taking training for full certification the State 
Department of Education issued two types of Temporary Certifi- 
cates. For those who were improving themselves a Provisional 
Certificate was issued. I am pleased to state that all of your 
teachers hold either the full professional certificate or the Provi- 
sional certificate. The town is fortunate to have teachers who 
have such interest in self-improvement.

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It would be worthwhile to note that in grades 1-4 there are 
100 pupils and in the four upper grades 46. This reflects the 
trend of increased enrollment in the elementary grades and this 
increased enrollment may well be a problem in a year or two. 

Two excellent Hot Lunch Programs have been established, at 
Checkerberry and at Townes Corners. These have been made 
possible by the Mothers Clubs at the two schools in cooperation 
with the teacher and the pupils. I[ heartily congratulate these clubs. 
Active parental interest of this kind is a decided-asset to the 
schools. 

Miss Connolly has arranged for and assisted in the usual ef- 
ficient health examinations and follow-up work in the schools. 
In addition she has examined ‘all pupils with the Audiometer for 
hearing defects. A clinic for those with hearing difficulties is 
being arranged. 

I thank the directors for their cooperation.

The back roads or Town roads in addition to amount stated 
above receive a certain proportion of money in excess of receipts 
from gas tax and car licenses as of June, 1940.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MILTON PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 


In presenting our Annual report, the Trustees feel justified 
in saying that the year 1948 has been an outstandingly successful 
one. Our Librarian, Mrs. Doris Miller, reports a circulation 
of approximately 2650 books, classified as follows: fiction, 1568, 
non-fiction 188, and Juniors, 894. We are glad to note the in- 
crease in the number of Junior books loaned, and feel this is 
due in large measure to our efficient Librarian who has used many 
clever devices to arouse the interest of the children, and who has 
succeeded admirably in her efforts. Many new books selected from 
the works of outstanding authors of children’s literature have 
been placed in the Library, and the children are making good use 
of them. The Librarian states that diplomas for required read- 
ing will be awarded this year. 

Approximately 150 new books have been purchased this year. 
The Trustees have endeavored to select ‘and classify such books 
as would seem to meet the needs of our readers, in all departments. 
Several have expressed appreciation of the helpful, up-to-date ma- 
terial made available for them. Several gifts of books have been 
received from interested friends, and for these the Trustees express 
their sincere thanks. 2 

The Book Wagon has made six visits to the Library this year 
and from this source 450 books have been made available to our 
readers. This is a decided increase over the number borrowed 
last year. The teachers and pupils of the Public schools have 
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been liberal patrons of the Library and their interest and coopera- 
tion has been most helpful. 

Our Librarian is about to start a “Memory Shelf of Books” 
and hopes to secure a goodly number of books in this way, from 
interested friends. If you are interested Mrs. Miller will be glad 
to give necessary information. She states, also, that a successful 
“Story Hour” was conducted by Miss Bell, and hopes to have 
more of these in the future. 

In June a successful “Tag Day” was conducted by the Libra- 
rian, assisted by the Juniors. The proceeds were used to pur- 
chase new drapes for the Library, and to help in the purchase of 
anew Bulletin Board. These have added much to the attractiveness 
and usefulness of the Library. During the winter months the 
Library will be open Saturday afternoons from 1.00 to 5.00 o’clock. 

In closing the Trustees wish to thank Mr. Powell for his 
kindness in opening and heating the Library on all occasions when 
needed, to our Librarian for her excellent work, and to our towns- 
people, generally, for their splendid support and cooperation during 
the year, and bespeak a continuance of your support and good will.

MILTON COMMUNITY HEALTH COUNCIL 


Members of the Health Council and other interested women in 
the town have assisted the public health nurse at the Medical Con- 
ferences and have helped with necessary transportation. 

Five thousand vitamin A and D capsules were purchased for 
the infant and pre-school children. 

A loan closet containing articles for use in the home in time of 
illness is located at Clark Memorial. 
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Holgate toys for the Medical Conferences were obtained with 
Health Council funds. 

The Hot Lunch program in the Village School sponsored by 
the P.T.A. has been of great value in better nutrition for the 
children. . Several of the rural schools also are serving a hot dish 
at noon in cooperation with the parents. 

There is need to replenish the dental fund which was started 
four years ago with contribution from all the various organizations 
in the town and later supplemented by funds realized from a benefit 
play. 

While it is the responsibility of parents to see that their children 
have regular dental care it is necessary to provide financial help 
in some cases. 7 

Through Farm Bureau Insurance and the Vermont-New Hamp- 
shire Group Insurance plan, a number of children have had correc- 
tive work taken care of. 

The Needle Work Guild and the Red Cross have been helpful 
in providing clothing following last winter’s disastrous fires. 

Additional Conferences to complete the immunization of chil- 
dren against communicable disease were financed through Council 
funds.

YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Milton is one of seventy-one towns provided with public health 
nursing service by the State Department of Public Health. 

Milton appropriated $550.00 toward the cost of maintaining this 
service and state and federal funds paid the balance. 

The public health nursing service has as its primary purpose 
the promotion and maintenance of health and the prevention of ill- 
ness in the community. 

In accomplishing this local organizations in cooperation with the 
Health Council and other private and public agencies have been 
most helpful. 

The following statistical report shows the services which I gave 
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your town as your public health nurse during the period January 
1, 1948 through December 31, 1948.

To Mothers: 


125 visits to expectant and new mothers; assistance to physi- 
cians at 2 home deliveries. 


To Ill Persons: 


452 visits giving nursing care to sick persons at home. 


To Children Under School Age: 


533 visits to talk with parents about health needs of their 
small children. 
86 children were examined by local physicians. 


School Children: 


68 visits to schools. 

216 children were examined by local physicians. 

73 visits to homes/ of school children to follow up health 
recommendations of examining physicians. Decayed teeth 
and infected tonsils were the outstanding defects. 

344 hearing tests were given by means of the puretone au- 
diometer. 

25 children needed further hearing tests.

Prevention of Communicable Disease: 
127 children of all ages were given toxoid against diphtheria 
and tetanus. 
78 children of all ages were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Corrective Work: 


Follow-up of the medical and health inspections reveals 14 
children had eye trouble corrected; 14 children had tonsils 
and adenoids removed and 71 children received some dental 
care.

The past year found Milton Town and Village free of any 
severe epidemics. 

Samples of water from several districts of the Town and Village 
serving our homes and schools were reported contaminated on 
‘different occasions. However, about 79 per cent of the water sam- 
ples tested throughout the State were reported contaminated. This 
proves that the condition was general instead of local. 

Complaints of slackness in sewage disposal were received in 
this office on many occasions and an effort was made to induce the 
people to correct any violations bordering on their premises. 

I believe there should be a town dump to take care of debris 
that produces ‘“‘eye-sore”’ spots. :
